LATE  PCPEIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 

EITGLAHD:     The  wheat  acreage  goal  for  harvest  in  1943  is  still 
"based  on  an  increase  of  600,000  acres  over  last  year's  expanded  area. 
It  is  hoped  that  increased  spring  sowings  will  make  up  for  that  part  of 
the  fall-sowing  program  left  unfulfilled  as  a  result  of  unfavorable 
weather  during  fall— seeding  time. 


SWSDE17:     The  area  sown  to  winter  wheat  in  1S42  is  reported  at 
388,000  acres,  and  to  winter  rye,  at  548,000  acres.    This  represents  a 
considerable  decrease  in  winter  grains  sown,  compared  with  last  year 
when  the  winter  wheat  is  reported  to  have  covered  470,000  acres  and 
winter  rye,  620,000  acres. 

ITALY:     1942  cotton  acreage  estimated  at  "339,000  acres,   same  as 
for  1941.    Production  estimate  based  on  average  yield,  about  80,000 
bales  (of  473  pounds). 


1IETE3PLAIIDS:  Area  planted  to  flax  for  fiber  estimated  at  49,400 
acres  for  1942  compared  with  61,800  acres  for  1939,  and  51,900  for  1938. 
Current  production  reported  insufficient  for  local  demand.

AECTflES  GBAW  CROPS  GENERALLY  INCREASE!) 
ADD  I  EG-  TO  BURBE1TSOM3  SUPPLY  ,  ,  . 

The  production  of  small  grains  in  Argentina  in  1942-43  is  estimated 
to  be  above  that  of  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Office 
of -.Foreign  Agri cultural  Relations.  The  first  estimate  places  the  current 
wheat  crop  at  243  million  bushels,  which  is'  considerably  above  the  produc- 
tion of  both  last  year  and  the  5-year  period  1835-35  to  1839-40.  The  oats 
and  rye  crops  are  above  last  year's  but  slightly  below  the  5-yoar  average, 
while  barley  is  below  the  small  1941  crop  and  much  below  average. 

The  wheat  crop,  at  243  million  bushels,  is  above  expectations  and 
will  add  to  the  problems  created  by  the  already  burdensome'  supplies  of 
grain  in  the  country.     Trade  forecasts  had  indicated  a  crop  of  not  much 
above  200  million  bushels,  which  seemed  reasonable  to  expect,  in  view  of 
the  reduced- acreage,  and.  reported  damage  from  prolonged  drought  over  wide 
areas.    Wheat  prospects  were  reported  to  have  deteriorated  in  many  dis- 
tricts, particularly  in  the  southern  part  of  Cordoba,  western ■ Sue no s 
Aires,  and  in  La.Pampa,  but  conditions  \i/ere  said  to  be  exceptionally  good 
in  Santa  Pe ,  Entre  Eios,  and  eastern  Cordoba.    Though  the  drought  had 
reduced .crop- prospects  over  these  large  areas,  it  was  recognised  that  the 
areas  most'  affected  were,  in  general,  those  usually  having  low  yields.

Heavy  supplies  and  the  limited  export  outlets  continue  to  make  the 
wheat  outlook  unfavorable.    The  official  estimate  of  the  surplus  around 
December  1  was  placed  at  170  million  bushels,  though  some  trade  reports 
indicate  a  slightly  smaller  carry-over.    The  Dec-ember  1  surplus  combined 
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with  the  now.  crop  makes  a  total  supply  of  about  413  million.  bushels.-  . ,. 
After  deducting  the  usual  requirements,  for  seed  ana  cohsum-Qtion,..  an  . 
exportable  surplus  of  over  300  million  "bushels  would  remain. 

Export  possibilities  remain  restricted,  especially  to  European 
markets.    Brazil  and  Spain  have  been  'the  chief  .export  outlets  during  the 
past  season.    Preliminary  reports  of  wheat  and  .flour  export's  during  the 
year  ended  -Ebv ember  30,  1942,   indicate  a  total  of 'approximately  -80  million 
bushels*     This  compares  with"  around-  90  million  bushels  of  wheat ,  including 
flour,  exported  during  the  previous  season  and  with  tile  1933-1937  average 
of  138  million  bushels, .  .  •  '  ._' 

The  Government!  -recently  announced'  that  it  will  buy  the  1942-43 
wheat  crop  at-  the  same  fixed  price  as  that  paid  for  last  .ye^r '  s  crop,.  6.75 
pesos  per  100  kilograms,"  or  the  equivalent  of  .55 "cent's  per  bushel,,  basis 
on  t rack',  Buenos  Aires.  '•  - '  • 

A  serious  shortage  of  bags  available  for.  the  now  grain  makes 
harvesting  and  storing  the  crop  a'  grave  problem.     It  is  estimated  that 
the  75  million  bags  available  will  be  less  than  half  the  number  required 
for  the  harvest  of  the  wheat  and  flaxseed  crops..    The  Government  took 
oyer  existing  stocks  of 'bags  earlier  in  the  season' and  wi  11.- attempt  to 
.  apportion  'them  to  growers  on  an  equitable  basis.     (See -foreign-  Crops  and 
Markets,  October  19,  1942.)     The  sale  of  the  crop  to  the  Grain  Board  will 
be  conditional  on  the  'farmer's  undertaking  to  reduce  his  sowings  up  to 
10  percent  next  year.' 


VALUE  OE  CANADIAN  FIELD  CHOPS  HIGH,  ..  ' 
LARGELY  AS  RESULT  OE  RE  CORE  YIELDS  ... 

The  first  estimate  places  the  farm  value  of  the  1942  Canadian 
field-crop  production"  'at  the  highest  level  since  1920,  according  to  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.     The  1942  value,  placed  at  1,180  million 
dolla.rs  (Canadian),  was  almost  50Q  million  dollars.,,  .or.  73  percent,  higher 
than  the  revised  f  igure  for  1941.     It  should  be  no.t.ed  that  this  prelim- 
inary estimate  does  not  represent,  actual  cash  income  .received  from  sales 
but  is,  ra.thor,  a  -composite  figure  of  gross  values  s of  .farm  production 
for  the  various  field  crops  and  includes  some  .crops,  that  are  utilized 
almost  wholly- on  farms  where  grown.  •  •  •  .  . 

Record  production  -of  almost 'all  field  crops,,  .combined  with  some 
price  increases,  was  reported  responsible  for  the  .sharp  rise  in  gross 
value.    Wheat,  was.  a  major  factor 'in  the  large  increa.se,  as  record  yields 
were  accompanied  by  an  average  farm  price  considerably  above  that  re- 
ceived in  1941.   .  The  total  farm  value  of  the  1942  wheat  crop  is  estimated 
at  about  411  million  dollars,  compared  with  170  million  dollars  in  1941. 
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The  record  per-acre  yields  of  oats  resulted  in  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  crop,  and,  although  the  average  price  is 
somewhat  lower  than  in  1941,  the  total  value  lias  been  almost  doubled. 
A  sharp  increase  in  the  value  of  the  barley  -  crop  also  resulted  from  th; 
abnormally  high  yields  obtained  this  year.    The  value  of  the  hay  and 
clover-  crops  increased  18  million  dollars ,' compared  with  last  year's, 
despite  a  price  decrease-  of  ;about  $2.00  per  ton.

Of  the  increase  in  total  value  of  field  crops  the  largest  percentage 
changes  are  noted  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  notably  in  Saskatchewan  where 
the  estimated  value  of  391  million  dollars  is  a'  206-percent,  increase: 
compared  with  last  year  1 c  value,  estimated  at  127  million  dollars.  Wheat 
was  reported  as  the  main  factor  responsible  for  the  great  increase,  though 
the  values  of  other  fiold  crop's  were  also  substantially  higher.  In 
Alherta  and  Manitoba  percentage  gains  of  136  and  50  percent,  respectively, 
are  attributed  largely  to  the  record  grain  yields. 

The  average  prices  received  by  farmers  to  the  end  of  November 
for  the  1942  grain  crops,  with  1941  comparisons  in  parentheses,  are,  in 
■cents  per  bushel:  '  Wheat  58  (55);  oats  37  (4l) ;  barley  45  (43);  rye  40

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ARGENTINE!  FLAXSEED  SUPPLY- 
LARGSST  ON  23  CORD  .  .  . 


•The  Argentine  Government's  first  official  flaxseed  forecast  places 
the  new  crop  at  63,000,000- "oushels  from  6,128,000  acres,  compared  with  the 
final  estimate  for  1941  of  63,000,000  "bushels  from  6,746,000  acres.  With 
a  crop  this  size  and  a  record: carry-over  on  December  1,  1942,  of  approxi- 
mately 68,000,000  "bushels,  Argentina  is  faced  "with  the  largest  supply  in 
histpry..    It  is  possible  that  some  of  the  carry-over  is  in  the  form  of 
oil,  as  the  Government  stated  at  the  beginning  of  last  season  that  crush- 
ings  would  he  increased  considerably  during  1942.     Because  of  the  heavy 
surplus  last  year,  producers  were  .urged  to  redtice  their  flaxseed  acreage 
for  harvest;  in  1942.     While  the  area  is  approximately  10  percent  smaller, 
it  did  not  reduce  the  outturn,  since  favorable  growing  conditions  brought 
about  an  unusually  large  yield  per  acre.

3arly  in  December  the  Argentine  Government  announced  that  it  would 
purchase  the  new  flaxseed  crop.    The  price  and  conditions  are  to  be  the 
same  as  those  prevailing  for  the  1941  crop,  except  that  growers  selling  to 
the  Grain  Board  will  obligate  themselves  to  reduce  next  year's  acreage  by 
10  percent.     The  price  paid  to  producers  is  9.25  pesos  per  quintal  (70  cenl 
per  bushel") ,  and  purchases  were  to  begin  on  December  15.    The  export  price 
has  been'  changed  many  times  during  the  current  year,  reaching  the  peak  in 
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April  when  it  was  $1.54  per  bushel.    By  the  end  of  November  it  had  boon 
reduced  to  $1.21  when  shipped  in  hulk  and  $1.56  in  bags.     Despite  the 
reduction  in  price,  shipments  of  seed  are  expected  to  "be  about  50  percent 
less  than  those  of  last  year.- 

Exports  of  flaxseed  dropped  from  71,000,000  bushels  in  1937  to 
26,000,000  in  1941.     Daring  these  years  the  United  States  was  the  most 
important  purchaser,  although  shipments  to  Europe  were  sizeable  until  1941. 
It  is  not  expected  that  the  United- States  will  be  interested  in  Argentine 
flaxse cd  as  wc  have  just  harvested  a.  record  crop  and  Canada  has  a  large  ex- 
portable surplus.     Shipments  of  linseed  oil  rose  from  108,000  pounds  in 
1937  to  21,418,000  in  1941  and  had  reached  57,397,000  pounds  by  the  end  of 
August  1942.     This  represents  an  average  of  4,700,000  pounds  p?r  month,  and 
if  continued  at  this  rate,  shipments  in  1942  may  roach  60,000,000  pounds. 


FRENCH  WEST  AFRICA  AGAIN  HARVESTS 
SHORT  PEANUT  CROP  ... 

A  preliminary  estimate  places  the  1942  French  Uest  African  -peanut 
crop  at  177,000  short  tons  of  shelled  nuts,  according  to  information  just 
received  by  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.     This  corn-pares 
with  an  estimate  of  170,000  tons  for '1941,  and  with  the  average  of  550,000 
tons  for  1934-1938.     Dry  weather  again  this  year  was  the  principal  reason 
for  the  short  crop. 

About  three-fourths  of  the  total  production  in  normal  times  is 
exported,  approximately  98  percent  being  shipped  to  Franc-.     Exports  prior 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  Europe  were  primarily  shelled  and  unshelled 
nuts,  with  peanut-oil  s  hipment  s  being  insignificant.     From  the  1941  crop 
it  is  reported  that  about  70, COO  tons  of  shelled  peanuts  were  exported  to 
France,  about  22,000  tons  to  North  Africa,  and  the  remainder  of  the  crop 
was  crushed  in  French  West  Africa.    Of  the  peanut  oil  produced,  only 
about  8,000  tons  were  exported  to  North  Africa.    Of  the  remainder,  a. 
large  proportion  was  used  by  the  French  Navy  as  fuel  oil  on  account  of 
the  shortage  of  petroleum  products.     Some  of  the  oil,  hoxvever,  nras  ^Iso 
used  for  Diesel  engines,  and  for  food  in  French  West  Africa. 

Peanuts  constitute  by  far  the  most  important  commercial  crop  of 
French  V,rest  Africa,     They  are  widely  grown  as  a  food  crop  in  a  long, 
na.rrow  belt  between  8  and  15  degrees  north  latitude,  extending  from  the 
coast  inland  for  several  hundred  miles.    Production  is  centered  in  this 
narrow  belt,  primarily  because  of  the  amount  of  annual  rainfall.     To  the 
north  of  this  belt  rainfall  is  insufficient,  while  to  the  south  it  is 
excessive,  and  the  cultivatablc  a.rea  is  limited  by  the  tropical  forests. 
The  outstanding  producing  area  is  Senegal,  followed  by  the  Ivory  Coast, 
Niger,  Dahomey,  Guinea,  Sudan,  and  Mauritania. 
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Peanut  production  during  the  past  two  decades  has  been  vigorously 
encouraged  by  the. Trench  authorities  as  a  source  of  vegetable  cil.'\  Farming 
in  Trench  '.'."est  Africa  is  carried  on  entirely  by  villagers  cultivating  snail 
patches  of  larid.  and  using  primitive  methods'.     In  order  to  stimulate  greater 
production,  the  Government  discovered  that  it  was  necessary  to  find  some 
means  "by  which  to  arouse  the  natives.    A  plan  was  finally  worked  out  where- 
by the  district  governments  organized  what  is  called  "Provident  Societies.11 
These  were  originally  begun1  as  a  credit  or  loan  agency,  but  their  scope 
and  usefulness  began  to  enlarge,  and  in  most  parts  of  the  country  they  also 
became  a  cooperative  or  community  purchase  and  marketing  organization. 
These  nave  furnished  an  avenue  by  which  the  Government  has  been  able  to 
disseminate  better  seed,  assist  in  orderly  marketing, . and  obtain  an 
improved  quality  of  product  for  export.  .   .  '  '.- 

Peanuts  in  French  .'West  Africa  are  planted  in  Tune  and  July,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  rainy  season,  and  are  harvested  in  October  and  November, 
about  the  time  the  dry  season  begins.    After  harvest,  the  peanuts  are 
generally  delivered  to  the  Provident  Societies,  which  in  turn  sell  them 
to  a  buyer  in  a  large  center  or  deliver  them  for  sale  to  'an  exporter  at 
a  port. 

The  peak  marketing  and  exporting  months  are  from  December  until 
May,  while  during  June  to  October  exports  are  at  a  lew  level.    Peanuts  are 
usually  not  marketed  in  the  interior  during  the  rainy  season.    The' Provi- 
dent Societies' have  stora.ge  sheds,  enabling  them  to  carry  a  small  quant ity 
of  peanuts  over  into  the  next  season. 

Transporting  peanuts  from  the  interior  to  the  coast  is  facilitated 
by  various  methods,  the  most  common  of  which  is  by.  small  river  boats.  In 
the  interior  peanuts  are  carried  to  the  rivers  or  roads  by  donkeys  or 
human  labor.    The  Senegal  and  Tiger  are  the  two  most  important  rivers  af- 
fording boo.t  t  ran  sport  a.t  ion,  and  in  addition  a  la.rge  number  of  small 
rivers  run  from  a  few  hundred  miles  inland  to  the  ocean.     Supplementing  the 
river  boa.t s  are  railroads  and  highways. 

In  1938  there  were  2,400  miles  of  railways  in  Trench  iv'est  Africa. 
The  most  important  line  is  the  Dakar-£oul ikor o  road,  which  is  over  1,000 
miles  in  length  and  connects  with  the  Tiger  Hiver ,  affording  transportation 
another  2, DOC  to  3,000  miles  inland.     Large  quantities  of  shelled  peanuts 
are  transported  by  ra.il  from  Xoulikoro  to  the  coast. 

During  the  past  20  years  a  vast  network  of  highways  and  roa.ds  has 
been  constructed.     In  1S33  there  were  about  46,000  miles  of  improved  roads, 
of  which  10,750  miles  were  surfaced.     Tumorous  secondary  roads  load  from 
there  highways. into  the  more  remote  districts.    Tot or  busses. and  trucks 
were  common  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Duropean  war.    A  camel  caravan 
route  and  a  motor  route  run  north  through  the  Sahara.  Desert  to  Algiers 
on  the  Me  di  t  e  r r  an  e  an . 
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Peanutg  are  transported  fron  the  marketing  centers  in  various 
types  of  bags,  such  as  "burlap  and  jute.    A  shortage  of  hags  is  reported 
to  have  handicapped  the  movement  of  peanuts  from  the  interior  to  the  coast 
during  the  past  2  years.    A  small  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  .;'ute  hags 
is  reported  to  have  "been  opened  at  Dakar,  and  it  is  oelieved  that  the  domes- 
tic production  of- hags  will,  to  some  extent,  relieve  the  container  shortage 
for  the  new  crop.  . 

The  principal  peanut  export  centers  are  Koalack,  Dakar,  and  Port 
Bouet ,  in  order  of  importance.     Dakar  is  a  deep-water  port  with  fairly 
good  harhor  facilities  and  is  an  important  stop  for  many  steamship  lines 
from  South  Africa  to  Furcpe.    Kaolack,  on  the  other  hand,  permits  only 
small  vessels  of  less  than  13-foot  draft,  on  account  of  a  sand  "bar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Saloum  Elver.     Dakar  is  the  largest  export  center  for  shelled 
peanuts  and  peanut  oil,  while  Kaolack  is  by  far  the  largest  export  center 
for  unshelled  peanuts.     The  only  commercial  peanut-oil  center  in  French 
West  Africa  is  at  Dakar. 

Little  is  known  about  warehouse  facilities  at  various  ports.  It 
is  known,  however,  that  at  Dakar  all  large  steamship  -. companies  have  their 
own  wharves  and  warehouses.     The  French  steamship  lines  own  "by  far  the 
largest  number  of  wharves  and  are  followed  "by  the  British,  with  several 
other  nationalities   having  a  few  wharves. 

In  French  West  Africa  there  are  no  market  .centers  where  peanut 
quotations  are  available'.     Before  the  out  creak  of  the  war,  Marseilles  was 
the  market  center  where  "orices  were  established.

NEW  ZEALAND  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  -  • 

AND  STOCKS  LOWER  .   .  . 

Indicated  lower  production  and  curtailed  imports  have  resulted  in 
low  stocks  and  restricted  use  of  tobacco  in  New  Zealand,  according  t  o 
information  received  from  Basil  D.  Dahl,  American.  Commercial  Atta.che  at 
Wellington,  New  Zealand.    It  is  estimated  that  only  about  2,750,000 
pounds  of  tobacco  will  be  harvested  in  New  Zealand  during  1942-43  from 
2,500  a.cres,  a.s  compared  with  a  pro  auction  of  3,143,000  pounds  from  3,000 
acres  in  1941-42.     The  decline  in  acreage  planted  and  production  can  be 
attributed  to  large  numbers  of  growers  having  been  called  to  military 
servi ce. 

Although  exact  figures  indicating  the  extent  of  local  tobacco 
stocks  are  not  available,  it  is  b  iijved  that .  reserves  of  American  tobac- 
co are  quite  low.    Average  6-month  importation  of  leaf  tobacco  from  the 
United  States  during  the  past  3  years  was  approximately  3,000,000  pounds, 
but  only  5,376  pounds  of  such  tobacco  were  imported  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1942,  as  compared  with  3,204,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1941.     The  great  decline  in  imports  during  1942  was  caused  by  an  acute 
shortage  of  shipping  space,  together  with  the  low  priority  rating  given 
raw  tobacco. 

Stocks  of  American  lea.f  tobacco  have  declined  so  sharply  that  a 
system  of  allocation  was  introduced  by  agreement  between  the  Ministry 
of  Supply  and  the  tobacco  manufacturers.     This  system  permits  the  manu- 
facturer to  withdraw  from -customs  warehouses  only  75  percent  of  his 
former  needs,  based  on  the  quantity  he  withdraw  during  a  basic  year.  The 
New  Zealand  Tobacco  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  T-ull  be  no  need 
for  rationing  tobacco  products  to  the  public,  in  spite  of  a  substantial 
increase  in  demand.    Wholesalers  are  making  careful  distribution,  based 
on  the  previous  sales  history  of  their  customers,  and  no  retailer  is 
permitted  to  purchase  supplies  in  excess  of  normal  requirements.  This 
measure  was  adopted  voluntarily  by  the  trade  and  is  not  a  compulsory 
govcmmente.1  regulation. 


COLOMBIAN  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  CURTAILED; 
EXPORT  OUTLETS  CLOSED  .  .  . 

It  is  estimated  that  production  of  tobacco  in  Colombia  in  1942 
will  be  below  that  of  recent  years.     The  decline  is  attributed  primarily 
to  the  cessation  of  exports  formerly  going  to  Europe.     Stocks  have  in- 
creased and  prices  have  declined,  with  the. result  that  tobacco  growers 
have  shifted  to  other  crops,  according  to  information  received  in  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 
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Exports  of  leaf  from  Colombia  declined  from  an  average  of  8,044,000 
pounds  during  the  3  years  1937-1939,  to  3,040,000  pounds  in  1940,  and  to 
none  in  1941.     -January-May  exports  in  1942  totaled  only  14,000  pounds. 

Colombia  has  never  "been  an  important  tobacco-importing  country,  and 
current  imports,  principally  American  flue-cured,  Turkish,  and  Greek  leaf, 
have  remained  low..  Approximately  178,000  pounds  were  imported  in  1941,  as 
compared  with ' 141 ,000  pounds  in  1940.  Imports  during  the  5  months, 
January-hay  1942,  totaled  139,000  pounds,  of  which  97,000  pounds  were  from 
the  United  States.

DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC  ESTABLISHES 
TOBACCO  EXPORT  CONTROL  ...  . 

An  Executive  Decree  early  in  September  1942  established  a  system 
of  controls  over  the  exportation  of  tobacco  from  the  Dominican  Republic. 
The  primary  intention  of  this  law  is  to  protect  tobacco  growers  from  ex- 
cessively low  prices.     Permits  for  exports  must  be  obtained  from  a 
"Tobacco  Comptroller,"  who  may  reject  an  application  if  he  finds  the 
prices  to  producers  for  the  leaf  involved  are  unfair  in  relation  to  those 
being  obtained  by  the  exporter.    A  further  purpose  of  the  lav;  is  to  re- 
strict exports  so  that  Dominican  manufacturers  will  have  sufficient 
supplies  to  meet  the  domestic  demand  for  tobacco  products.

BRAZIL-NUT  PRODUCTION  BELOW  1941 

The  1942  preliminary  estimate,  of  Brazil-nut  production  in  the 
Amazon  Basin  of  Brazil  is  26,300  short  tons  un shelled  as  compared  with 
29,800  tons  now  estimated  to  have  "been  produced  in  1941.     The  production 
estimates  of  the  past  two  crops,  however,  are  considerably  "below  those 
of  the  years  1938,  1939,  and  1940,  as  may  "be  seen  in  the  following  table.

The  outlook  for  the  1943  production  is  at  present  decidedly  on  the 
negative  side.     The  agreement  between  the  Brazilian  and  the' United  States 
Governments  relating  to  Brazil  nuts  is  expected  to  result  in  a  very  insig- 
nificant harvest  of  nuts,  even  though  the  trees  will  bear  a  good  crop. 
The  agreement  practically  prevents  exportation  of  nuts  to  the'  United 
States  and  is  intended  to  divert  the  energies  of  the  natives  toward  the 
collection  of  rubber  rather  than  nuts.     The  acute  shortage  'of  shipping  is 
also  a  factor  keeping  Brazil  nuts  in  the  Amazon  so  that  ships  may  carry 
more  essential  cargoes. 

Exports  during  the  1941-42  season  totaled  7,837  short  tons  of 
unshelled  and  5,559  tons  of  shelled,  practically  all  of  which  were  sent 
to  the  United  States.     The  situation  with  regard  to  stocks  remaining  in 
the  Valley  on  October  1,  1942,  was  that  1,873  short  tons  of  shelled  and 
5,723  tons  of  unshelled  were  in  the  hands  of  the  trade.     The  agreement 
between  the  two  Governments,  however,  resulted  in  the  United  States  buy- 
ing existing  .stocks,  and,  therefore,  the  market  is  closed  and  no  stocks 
remain  for  United  States  importers.     This  situation  is  expected  to  exist 
until  the  end  of  the  war  unless  the  relationship  between  rubber  and  nuts 
is  altered.    A  bettering  of  the  shipping  situation  during  the  coming  year 
may  result  in  some  relaxation  of  the  prohibition  on  exports  to  the  United 
States.

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LIVESTOCK    AND    ANIMAL  PRODUCTS 

CANADIAN  DAIRY  PRODUCTION 
STILL  ADVANCING-  ... 

The  combined  output-  of  creamery  "cutter  and  cheddar  cheese  in 
Canada  during  the  month  of  November  represented  the  equivalent  of  501.3 
million  pounds  of  milk,  an  increase  of  approximately  65.7  million  pounds 
as  compared  with  the  combined  output  in  terms  of  milk  for  the  same  month 
a  year  ago.     Creamery  butter'  represented  73.8  percent-  and  cheese 
represented  21.. 2  percent  .'of  the  'total.  ' 

.On  the -whole,  conditions  were  favorable  for  dairy  production,  and 
herds  grazed  in  the  open  until  nearly  the  '  end 'of  ■  the  month.     In -.western 
Canada,  however,  temperatures  were  extreme.     Snow  fell  about  the  middle 
'•of  November  and  tied  up  traffic  on  roads  in  many  areas,  causing ;  delays 
in  milk  and  cream • deliveries.     The 'backward  weather  in  western  Canada 
also  put  a  stop  to  threshing  operations  and  a  great  deal  of  the  harvest  of 
coarse  grains  is  still  in  the  fields.    Regardless  of :  backward  weather 
in  November,  farmers  have  abundant  supplies  of  grain's  and  roughage,  and 
good  root  crops  were  harvested  in  the  eastern  Provinces. 

Thdre  is  no  shortage  of  milk  except  in  tire  larger  centers  where  a 
temporary  distribution  problem  persists  as  the  result  of  sudden  increases 
in  population.    With  the  closing  of  cheese  factories,  more  mill:  is  being 
diverted  into  the  fluid  channels,  and  greater  quantities  are  being  turned 
into  cream  for  the  production  of  creamer;''  butter. 

Creamery  butter  production ' in  November  'increased  12,9  percent  as 
compared  with  November  1941  and  decreased  33:  percent  as  compared  with 
the  output  for  the  preceding  month.    During  the  month-  of  November,  16.9 
million  pounds  of  butter  were  produced,  and  during  the  11  months  ended 
November  30,  the  output  reached  259-.4  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of 
1.7  percent  over  the  same  period  in  1941.     The  increase  in  November  oc- 
curred in  all  Provinces  except  Ontario  and  British  Columbia.     The  domes- 
tic disappearance  of  butter  in  October  amounted  to  33.3  million  pounds, 
representing  an  increase  of  17.7  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  month 
last  year  and  an  increase  of  14.0  percent  in  comparison  with  the  preced- 
ing month.     During  January-October,  the  increase  in  domestic  disappearance 
over  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year  was  10.7  percent. 

Cheese  production  increased  24.0  percent  in  November  as  compared 
with  November  1941  and  decreased  53  percent  as  compared  with  the  output 
for  the  preceding  month.     The  November  make  was  approximately  9.5  .mil- 
lion pounds,  and  the  total  for  the  11  months,  January-Noyember ,  amounted 
t©  197.1  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  38  percent  over  January-November 
1941.     The  increase  in  November  occurred  only  in  Quebec  and  Ontario.
